Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 18, 20, 21 , 23-28, 73, and 76-85 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument that it would not be obvious to modify Elkhomer to have a support and porous 
membrane made from different materials were persuasive. While it is known in the art to 
provide catheters made with different materials, the examiner finds that it would not be 
obvious to modify Elkhomer to be made of different materials and to have a separate 
porous and non-porous outer material without resorting to impermissible hindsight 
reasoning.
